Andy L. Knott: of Granite City has 
saved five lives in an eventful Navy 
‘career — with more rescues likely in 
the future, 

The son of Mrs. Thelma Knott, 2907 
Roosevelt Ave., he is a search and 
rescue aircrewman who has been in- 


volved with rescues of downed aviators 
and of civilians from burning boats. 
“It’s an extremely rewarding job, but 
you really have to be motivated to 
qualify as part of a search and rescue 
team,” Knott says. 
“The training is tough, and you have

The 1974 Granite City high school 
graduate is a member of Helicopter 
Combat Support Squadron 16, based in, 
Pensacola, Fla. 

He not only serves as an aircrewman 
on the HH-46A Sea Knight helicopter 
during search and rescue and. other 
missions, but he is also the assistant 
search and rescue model manager for 
the Navy. 

“The model management program is 
a Navywide program,” he explained. 

“We develop new gear and evaluate 
every squadron that does search and 
rescue. I answer questions from people 
all over the world.” 

A search and rescue team consists of 
a pilot, a co-pilot and an enlisted crew 
chief and rescue swimmer. Knott's 
squadron also has a hospital corpsman 
on the team. 

“First, you become a 
swimmer,” 
Knott related. f 

“A rescue swimmer has to be able to 
swim a mile and disentangle a man 
from a parachute in both daytime and 
nighttime situations. A parachute can 
pull a man down with seven metric tons 

of drag. 

~ “The swimmer jumps from the 
helicopter in daylight, and is lowered 
by hoist at night. If he jumped at night 
he could hit debris in the water. 

“He has to learn lifesavirig holds and 
releases, cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation and first-aid techniques, 

“The crew chief is a qualified rescue 
swimmer who’has also learned to 
operate and maintain the hoist and is 
thoroughly checked out in the aircraft.”” 

Knott helps train rescue swimmers 
and crew chiefs. 

“T've been involved in search and 
rescue ever since I came into the 
Navy,’’.he said. 

The 25-year-old Navyman enlisted in 
the sea service in January 1974. 

He attended recruit training at the 
Great Lakes, Ill, Naval Training 
Station and schools in Memphis, Tenn., 
and San Diego, Calif., before serving as 
a search and rescue crewman at the 
Naval Air Station, Meridian, Miss. 

“I joined the Navy because there

Besides providing search and rescue 
support for the training aircraft carrier 
USS Lexington and other Navy ships, 
the squadron assists the Coast Guard 
with search and rescue in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

‘The HH46As move people, equip- 
ment and supplies to Navy ships at sea. 


The squadron also trains pilots to fly 
the HH-46A. And it trains aircrewmen, 
maintenance people and pilots-im the 
UH-IN Iroquois utility helicpoter. 

“I’m involved ih mail, passenger and 
cargo transport, drone recovery and 
aircrew training,” Knott reported, 


“Td like to see rescue crewmen get 
more money. We’re involved in 
hazardous work,” he commented. 


The eight-year Navy veteran has 
deployed with the squadron aboard the 
multi-purpose amphibious assault ship 
USS Saipan and the helicopter carrier 
USS Iwo Jima.

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But Charles Davis said he and his 
wife do not have the money to leave as 
they wait for rent assistance from the 
Collinsville office of Housing and Urban 
Development. They said most landlords 
ask for a deposit of the first and last 
month’s rent. Their limited income will 
never stretch that far, they said. 

;.“I haven't’ taken a bath in two 
weeks,”’ Davis said. Mrs. Davis said she 
just wanted a place to wash her dishes. 

“It is a tough situation,"’ Dawes said. 
He said the fault for such conditions can 
‘sometimes be blamed on tenant abuse 
of property and sometimes on “slum 
landlords,” which he said do exist in the 

, Sity. 

Dawes said residents of inadequate 
housing are often the’ sames families, 
oyer and over again — victims of 
poverty, lack of work.or education, or 
-diminished ability to cope with daily 
events, 

“Other people we follow are just the 
“same story,’’ Dawes said. ‘‘We 
have...people here with the same 
problems. They just don’t have the 
money.” 

In charge of health conditions, not the 
condition of the buildings themselves, 
Dawes said that when he first becomes 
aware of any inadequate conditions, he 
prefers to discussion the issue with the 
owners, before taking up. the matter 
with the city att6rney. However, he 
said, he can find no city ordinance 
which the landlord of the Davis apart- 
ment js breaking. 

“We' get on the owner and stay on 
him. If people move, we put a tag on the 
house,’’ Dawes said the tag serves as 
public notice the building is not. to be 
léased or rented until repairs are ac- 
complished, “It’s very hard when a 
family remains,” Dawes said 

He said most city agencies are pretty 
‘good about trying to help a family 
relocate. “But they (agencies) get tired 
of certain people. Maybe we expect too 
much of them,” Dawes said of those 
needing constant help. 

Dawes said he has “worked and 
worked and worked” with the same 
families and next month the same 
families will have moved to some other 
housing where ‘‘something else” will go 
wrong. 

Dawes said he has sympathy for both 
Mr. and Mrs. Davis. He said Mrs. Davis 
is not a bad housekeeper, but, among 
city landlords, she has a_ bad 
reputation. “It makes it rough.” 

In the Davis’ case, Dawes said he 
visited the utility company on 
Christmas Eve and asked that the 
electricity to the building not be 
‘disconnected until the family moves. 

He said he was ‘‘a little bit proud’’ of 
himself when he drove by the home and 
‘saw the lights still on. But, by New 
Year’s Eve, while the apartment lights 
remained on, the gas had been cut 
Dawes contended that the landlord was 
using his own means to evict the family 
and not the legal means available. 

The family had been using their gas 
stove for heat. Calling from an aban- 
doned apartment next door, Mrs. Davis 
said she was used to harsh conditions, 
but she was cold. 

‘The day the gas was turned off, a pot 
of beans — the main meal for the two — 
sat on the stove half cooked, Earlier in 
the afternoon, plaster occassionally 
falling from the ceiling above the stove, 
had barely missed the pot 

Julia. Lancaster, a Granite City 
‘Township caseworker, and Bernadine 
Hagnauer, a township office worker 
‘and wife of Supervisor Nelson 
Hagnauer, said they received a call 
from'the Davises as’soon as the gas had

been disconnected. 

Mrs. Hagnauer said the township 
pays for Charles Davis’ prescription 
medicines and had referred him to the 
Department of Public Aid at Nameoki 
Village Shopping Center for food stamp 
assistance, which the caseworker said 
the family is receiving monthly. 

Mrs. Hagnauer said the township has 
been assisting Davis for years. Mrs. 
Davis is receiving Supplemental 
Security Presumptive Eligibility ‘in- 
come, approximately $216 a month, 
from public aid. 

The caseworker said the township 
wanted to help the family in their 
recent plight, but the utilities were in 
the name of the landlord, since the 
landlord has income. . 

Mts.-Hagnauer said the essential 
matter is the agreement of the landlord 
to pay the utilities, “The ‘landlord 
should be made to turn the utilities back 
on,” she said. She said it is up to the city 
inspector to see that the utilities are 
reconnected 

The day.before the gas was cut was 
turned off, Dawés was told by the owner 
of the building he owed $800 to the 
utility company and couldn't pay. 
Dawes said he accepted the owner’s 
story and the condition of the landlord’s 
home seemed to indicate he was being 
truthful. 

Dawes said he returned to talk to the 
landlord Thursday about the discon- 
nected gas. ‘‘I told him the utilites were 
his responsibility...that he just can't 
shut them off. He said he has no 
money.”” He said he strongly advised 
the landlord to take the proper legal 
steps. 

Dawes said he was informed by 
Robert Hennessey, assistant city at- 
torney, that the type of housing 
problem the Davis family faces will 
have to be handled by the state’s at- 
torney office 

Meanwhile, he said, he was making 
arrangements for the gas to be turned 
back on in the Davis’ name and he 
would try to make similar 
arrangements with the water company. 
(The gas was’turned on New Year's 
Eve, but Dawes said today would be the 
earliest the water could be connected.) 

The city inspector said he would sent 
a letter to the local office of HUD, 
asking for their immediate assistance 
in finding new quarters for the Davises. 

“I told them if they got out of this fix 
to keep their rent paid and don’t have 
trouble with their landlords,’’ Dawes 
said. 

Conflicting stories have complicated 
problems for the Davises, according to 
the city inspector and various city 
agencies. (A fact denied by the Davises 
He said the city holds a grudge against 
him for past problems he and his 
relatives have had with the police 
department and judicial systems.) 

Dawes said Mrs. Davies has shown 
him only one month's rent receipt since 
moving into the building in October 
Dawes said the tenants had previously 
told him they had paid the rent through 
the end of November, and had stopped 
paying when the landlord cut the fur- 
nace, 

Dawes said the landlord also offered 
conflicting stories, first telling him the 
Davises had never paid any rent, but 
later saying they had paid in October. 

City Inspector Michael DeRuntz put a 
sign on the outside of the building New 
Year's Eve that said the apartments 
inside could not be rented until the city 
inspection department approves 

Meanwhile, the family had spent at 
least one night without heat, using three 
blankets to keep warm, and with no

means of shelter or further aid from 
any city source. 

What had happened in the cases of the 
Davises? According to the director of 
Community Services, they represent a 
“prototype that we (agencies) have to 
guard against.” Cook said that at a 
regular meeting of community help 
agencies — held a few days before the 
gas was cut — the agencies all agreed 
that the family had put them all in a 
similar position. 

“They were beyond further aid. They 
had extinguished all help available in 
the current guidelines,” the director 
said, 

Nevertheless, he said he was 
referring only to “‘direct”’ aid, the type 
that has to come from the agency’s 
budget. ‘He said ‘‘indirect”’ aid, such as 
advice and donated clothing, canned 
goods and furniture were still available 
to the Davises. 

When Mrs. Davis had approached 
him about the water. being discon- 
nected, he said he gave her a pair of 
boots and tried to help her contact a 
legal aid society to enforce the tenant- 
landlord agreement. He said she 
refused to accept the telephone number 
of the aid society. 

Cook said it is not fair for one par- 
ticular family to “soak up” all the 
resources of area agencies. “At this 
point, it’s between the landlord and 
tenant. That’s what I feel.”’ 

He said all area agencies com- 
municate regularly and keep track of 
needy families, as much as possible. “If 
we feel there is a duplication, we 
contact each other.”. He said the 
Davises have often been discussed and 
he is aware of many instances where he 
felt the family had gone from one 
agency to the other. 

He said his agency has been helping 
Mrs. Davis for the 13 months he has 
served there as director. When the 
Divison of Children and Family Ser- 
vices removed Mrs. Davis’ four 
children from the her home and their 
step-father’s, Cook said his agency 
donated furniture to help her re- 
establish a home, in hopes the children 
could.be returned. 

Community Services had also 
“helped with the food,” until thé family 
had exhausted the agency guidelines. 

Captain Donald Salsbury of the 
Salvation Army said his agency has 
likewise “tagged” the family for no 
further aid, although his agency, 
nevertheless, has continued to con- 
tribute food to the Davises on at least 
four occassions since July, including a 
Christmas food basket 

“We haven’t 100 percent shut them 
off,” Salsbury said. Salsbury said the 
agency has had problems ‘with con- 
flicting stories. 

‘The Salvation Army is designed as an 
agency to offer emergency help. He 
said the basic function of the 
organization is to help people ‘until 
they get back on their feet." Some 
people are seen only once by the 
agency. He said the agency has “very 
few repeaters,” or persons that come in 
constantly. 

Cook said he knows of no other help 
any other area agencies could “offered 
the Davies, at this point in their lives

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Search for life on other 
planets faces long odds 


By PROFESSOR F. 
HENRY FIRSCHING 
SIUE School of 
Science and Engineering 
Down through the cen- 
turies, there has been a great 
deal of speculation about the 
possible existence of ex- 
traterrestrial intelligence. 
People assumed . that the 
other planets in our solar 
system would be the location 

for these creatures. « 
The ‘canals of Mars” 
were one manifestation of 


this type of thinking. But, . 


these ideas have been proved 
wrong. Our space vehicles 
have récently visited all the 
nearby planets and have 
found conditions that in- 
dicate there is no chance, 
whatsoever, for a technical 
society to be located on any 
of them. 

In order to find intelligent 
life elsewhere, we must now 
look to the stars in our 
galaxy, and such a venture 
must surmount the immense 
distances of outer space. 

The nearest star is 4.3 light 
years away, which means 
that light traveling at 186,000 
miles-per-second would have 
to travel for 4.3 years to 
reach the nearest star. That 

distance, 260 trillion miles, is 
¢e-almost. beyond human 
$= comprehension. 

All the other stars are 

-ofarther away. Some are 
hundreds and thousands of 
light years away. It will not 
be easy to locate an in- 
telligent society, when it is so 
far away. 

fc The current. facts are 

‘tovrather discouraging. At this 

tstime, we do not have any 
ixvdirect evidence that there is 

Seven one planet outside of 
our solar system. However, 
astronomical information 
and theory strongly suggest 
that planetary, systems are 
common thorughout the 
universe. The vast distances 
do not, make detection 
possible. 

Life falls in pretty. much 
the Same category. We have 
no direct evidence that life of 

“any kind occurs anywhere 
else, except here on.earth. 
But once again, scientific 
theory and _ information 
indicate that ‘life should be 
common throughout the 
universe. We have the most 
awkward situation, for we 

+ think, ‘they are out there,’ 

..-but we do not have any solid 
evidence to bolster that 

* belief. 

Some detailed analyses 
have been done on the 

,. probabilities of finding  in- 
telligent life in our galaxy. 
Even though there is a great 
deal of uncertrainty in this 
work, a tentative conclusion 
is made that about one 
million technical societies 
might be present in our 
Milky Way galaxy. 

Using this imprecise 
number as a starting point, 
we can develop some ideas 
about the difficulties of 
finding one of these possible 
societies. Assuming a 
random distribution, there 
should be -one intelligent 
society in about 500,000 stars. 
It is a, ‘needle in the 
haystack’ type of problem. 

Apparently the best way to 
find ‘such a technological 
society is with radio waves. 
Some bans of radio waves 
are essentially free of in- 
terference in outer space. 
Any intelligent society would 

Also know this, So by 
listening at these narrow 
bands, we have a reasonable 


chance of ‘intercepting any 
signals that \ may be 
produced by another society. 

Suppose, we allow one 
minute for scanning each 
star of the nearest half 
million stars. That would 
take an entire year of con- 
tinuous operation, with no 
time for positioning the radio 
telescope. One minute is just 
not long enough. One hour 
per star would give ample 
time for positioning the 
telescope and sufficient time 
to acquire a reasonable scan 
of the signals from any star. 
But that would require 60 
years of time. By 
elminiating the less probable 
stars and shortening the 
listening time, the task could 
be done in possibly 10 years. 
Half a million starts would 
be surveyed in a 10-year 
period. 

But suppose our estimate 
of intelligent societies was

too generous, by a factor of 
10 or 100, Then our scanning 
could take hundreds or even 
thousands of years. And we 
would only be examining 
each star for such a short 
time, less than one hour. 
Perhaps, ‘they’? would not 
be transmitting in our 
direction, at the interval 
when we would be listening. 
We could miss them. 

Why try to find an in- 
telligent society? Plain 
curiosity is the main reason. 
We want to know if “they” 
are out there.” But actually, 
there is a much more im- 
portant reason. If we found a 
really sophisticated society 
that had been functioning for 
millions of years, they could 
give us priceless in- 
formation, Our technical and 
social information would be 
enormously advanced. It 
could be of profound im- 
portance to mankind. 

Despite the gross un- 
certainties of such a search, 
a scan of 200 probable stars 
has just been completed. 
Undoubtedly, the complete 
search will’ eventually be 
made, Can you imagine the 
excitement thorughout the 
world, if and when a contact 
with an intelligent society is 
made? It will be stupendous. 
A moment that will be unlike 
anything experienced 
before. 


State studies 
allegation on 
Campaign gift 


State investigators plan-to 
begin checking today on an 
allegation by Thomas R. 
Brimberry of Granite City 
that he gave about $75,000 to 
a local political campaign. 

Brimberry is the key 
figure in a Yederal probe of 
the collapse of the Stix & Co. 
stock brokerage. Charges 
related to looting of Stix 
accounts are a possibility 
this winter, but ‘there have 
been no indictments as yet. 
The firm was liquidated in 
November. 

Madison County State's 
Attorney Donald Weber has 
asked for a study by the 
Illindis Division of Criminal 
Investigation fraud and 
forgery staff. Weber says the 
State Board of Elections 
financial disclosure division 
has offered assistance in the 
study. 

Daniel Partney, who is not 
a part of the Stix case, is the 
center of the state in- 
vestigation sought by Weber 
because Brimberry alleged 
giving substantial con- 
tributions to his campaign 
for mayor of Granite City. 

Partney, who is retiring 
from the Madison County 
Board after his current 
elective term ends in late 
1982, .maintains that only 
$500 was received by him 
from Brimberry for the 1981 
city campaign, and that all 
reporting requirements were 
met. 

Partney has welcomed the 
investigation as the quickest 
way to clear any doubts 
about the amount received. 
“].don’t think there is any 
problem with anything’ 
regarding his campaign and 
personal financial records, 
he has commented. 

The County Board 
member, who ran for mayor 
in 1977 and 1981, says he 
earned and reported $109,000 
income in 1980 from his part- 
ownership of the Granite 
Sheet Metal Co., funeral 
homes and other interests. 

Brimberry in his 
allegation cited Partney’s 
expenditures for stock and a 
gambling trip. Partney has 
told of maintaining a cash 
reserve in a safe but says 
this practice was started 
during a controversy that 
culminated in his divorce.

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U.S. transportation funds 
here include $5 million 
for rail relocation study 


Governor James R. 
Thompson- has announced 
that President Reagan’s 
approval of a new federal 
transportation appropriation 
means nearly $700 million in 
funds will be provided to 
Illinois, including \ $190 
million in earmarked funds 
for state highway, rail and 
transit needs. Among the 
funds approved. was $5 
million for engineering for 
fail relocations in this area. 

President Reagan ap- 
‘proved transportation 
funding last month for a full 

year. It was oné of the first 
appropriations approved 
following Congress’ passage 

! of a continuing resolution 
providing stop-gap funding 
for. government programs 
through March 31, 1982. 

“This appropriation locks 
up the federal transportation 
funds we have been seeking 
‘for thé last several months,” 
‘Thompson said. ‘‘Tlinois did 
well in the current en- 
vironment of budget cut- 
backs. We were successful in 
making our case for 
specially-funded projects, 
such as the East St. Louis 
area rail freight project, and 
jn assuring our fair share of 
funds from the national pool 
of Interstate Transfer funds. 

“AS a matter ~of fact, 
Illinois received $125 million 
in Interstate Transfer funds 
for highway projects—more 
than any other state. Ours 
was one of only three states 
Which did not have’ its 
transfer funds cut in this bill. 

“In addition, we will get 
$15 million in earmarked 
federal rail funds for com- 
muter rail service in the 
Chieago area. Combined 
with more than $70 million in 
tegular federal operating 
assistance, the RTA 
(Regional « Transit 
Authority) will have more 
federal transit funds 
available to it than last year. 

“By working with the 
Illinois Congressional 
Delegation and Senators 
Percy and Dixon, along with 
many ‘other Congressmen, 
we have moved ahead of our 
anticipated s¢hedule,’’ 
Thompson said. 
*“‘Congressman Adam 
Benjamih, in particular, 
assisted us in our efforts to 
Secure transportation fun- 
ding. 

“Time in Washington 
working on Illinois’ 
problems is time well 
spent,’ the governor 
believes. He has made 24 
trips to the nation’s Capitol 
since Jan, 20, 1981, in search 
of federal aid for Illinois. 

“We have worked hard to 
make sure that the federal 
budget cuts did not fall 
unfairly on Mlinois——and we 
succeeded.” 

During the last three 
years, Illinois has placed 50 
percent more highway work 
underway or obtained the 
commitment of more federal 
funds than during the 
previous three years. Bet- 
ween federal Fiscal Year 
1978 and 1980, Illinois 
obligated an average of 
$493.3 million’ a year in 
federal highway funds 
compared to $292\7 million a 
year for the period between 
1975 and 1977. 

“Although we have 
Managed to keep Illinois 
Among the top-ranked states 
in the receipt of federal 
funds, we still are taking 
cuts as the result of federal 
efforts to balance the 
budget,’’ Thompson said. 
“We will accept our fair 
share of those reductions, 
But we will continue our 
aggressive efforts in 
Washington to acquire 

ral dollars for Illinois:’”’ 

The nearlye$700 million in 
federal funds for Illinois, by 
program category, including 
specifically earmarked 
transportation funds for 
Illinois, are: 

—$150 million in Interstate 
Transfer funds for highway 
and transit projects in

The 
transit portion of the total is 
estimated at $25 million. 
Only two other states were 


held harmless from cuts in’

Funds for improving correctional centers 


Governor James R. 
Thompson has announced 
the release of $6.6 million in 
Capital Development Bond 
funds for construction 
projects to upgrade four 
state correctional centers. 
The funding provides for new 
or improved electrical 
systems at Stateville, Dwight 
and Menard, as well as 
renovation of hospital 
facilities at Pontiac. 

“These projects are in- 
cluded among this ad- 
ministration’s overall 
program to meet enormous 
demands placed on the 
Illinois correctional system 
today, and those expected in 
the next few years,” 
‘Thompson said. 

“It is absolutely necesary, 
as we work to expand the 


system’s capacity, that the 
fundamental operations of 
existing institutions be 
maintained and improved, 
where possible.” 

‘The stateville project, at a 
cost of $3 million, will result 
in a new electrical 
distribution system to 
replace a current system 
that is antiquated and 
inadequate. An additional 
$300,000 will be spent... for 
structural rehabilitation of 
the institution’s power plant. 
Construction is expected to 
begin in April, 1982, and be 
completed in September, 
1983. 

At Dwight, a $308,000 
preject will involve the 
electrical rehabilitation of 
the Administration Building 
and Infirmary-Cottage C-9,

Bedding Plant School and 
Trade Show will be held at 
Belleville area College on 
Thursday. The , program 
starts at 8:30 am. with 
registration 

The featured speaker on 
the morning program will be 
Victor. Ball of the George J. 
Ball Company from Chicago. 
He will discuss the topic, 
“What's New in ‘the Won- 
derful World of Bedding 
Plants.” 

Dr. Nichdlas J. Natarella, 
Extergion specialist from 
the University of Missouri, 
will cover ‘‘Choosing the 
Right Fertilizer for your 
Growing Medium.” 

Dr. Bill Courter, 
University of Ilinois Hor- 
ticulture specialist, will 
cover ‘Vegetable Varieties 
and Cultural Tips for 1982." 

Other topics that will be 
covered include: new 
products and production 
ideas, insect and disease 
control update, and the place 
of coldframes in modern 
bedding plant production. 

A trade show featuring 
commercial horticulture 
exhibits will be held with thé 
bedding plant school. 

SOLAR APPLICATIONS 

A meeting on ‘Solar 
Applications and Energy 
Management for the Farm” 
also will be held Thursday, 
at the Jersey County 
Extension Auditorium in 
Jerseyville.

reduce borrowing and start investing idle tax funds 


With the arrival of the new year ac- 
companied by income tax law changes, 
much attention is being given to steps that 
individuals, families and businesses can 
take to maximize their ‘‘shelters’’ and 
minimize their tax obligations. 

Nineteen eighty-two alsoi-seems an 
appropriate time to ponder how local 
governmental agencies can make the best 
use of their/property tax receipts and other 
reyenues—not only through prudent 
budget allocations but also through sound 
investment procedures. 

We suggest as a New Year's resolution 
that all of the taxing bodies strive to have 
their financial resources working for them 
instead of against them. 

The community governmental agencies 
need tofind a way to return to the era when 
they profited substantially from interest 
on idle funds, instead of paying out big 
amounts for interest on sums borrowed 
through advance anticipation of taxes, 

The subject is receiving growing. at- 
tention because the taxing cycle has 
become a big problem for both the 
agencies and their taxpayers. 

All kinds of municipal and school fund 
sources are important, and property tax 
collections in particular are in the news 
these days not only in the Quad-City area 
but throughout Madison County. 

At the county level, three Democrats and 
one Republican have filed petitions to seek 
the office of county treasurer, who is the 
ex-officio tax collector. 

At the township level, Norman Hall is 
assuming the office of Nameoki Township 
collector and expects to decide within a 
few weeks whether to function as the tax 
collector or to delegate that responsibility 
to the county treasurer, as has been done 
in some of the 24 townships. 

Part of the problem relates to inflation 
and its impact on real estate assessments. 
Assessed valuation has become extremely 
controversial, prompting thousands of 
property owners to seek hearings. The 
hearings have greatly prolonged the time 
required to draw up final assessment lists 

Tax levies are applied to the grand total 
of assessments to determine rates, and the 
rates are applied to individual valuations 
to determine the amount of each tax- 
payer’s bill. 

A new state law expediting work on tax 
books, other state legislation that is 
pending, and new approaches” at the 
County Courthouse, including an earlier 
start on property tax work, may serve to 
speed the valuations, enabling bills to be 
figured, mailed and collected earlier than 
in 1981 and other recent years. 

‘There is disagreement over some of the 
procedural changes that have been 
publicly discussed, and their im- 
plementation will be affected by the 
outcome of the treasurer election. The 
rivals for that office undoubtedly will be 
subjected to more than the usual number 
of pointed questions from yoters during the 
campaign. 

Among the questions are whether a 
given individual has performed well or 
poorly, and how such matters should be 
defined. What is the proper basis for 
evaluating performance? 

If it is good to invest newly-paid taxes 
during the period before they are needed, 


should this be done at the local or county 
level? How long is a reasonable amount of 
time to take in disbursing collected funds? 
How long an interval should there be 
between the first and second tax in- 
stallments? How much emphasis should 
there be on county collection as opposed to 
township collection? 

We do not have all the answers but are 
hopeful that these and other points can be 
discussed in detail by the candidates prior 
to the election. Some answers have been 
given in public talks and at party 
screening meetings, but not all questions 
have been asked in precisely the same 
way. Much still needs to be cleared up in 
order for voters to make a fully informed 
choice. 

Some townships obviously are ill- 

juipped to provide collection services 
and it is well that their portion of the work 
has been consolidated under county 
supervision. 

A theoretical case can be made for even 
further consolidation, as a way of avoiding 
duplication of clerical staffs, collection 
salaries and related costs. 

On.the other hand, there may be a bit of 
a “conflict of interest,’ with the pun in- 
tended. 

The longer that collections remain in 
county custody, the more potential there is 
for them to be invested at interest and to 
benefit the county government, meanwhile 
adding luster to the treasurer’s investment 
record. 

But if the taxes are quickly distributed to 
taxing bodies, from either community or 
county collection points, the money can 
“go to work’ sooner for the school 
systems, cities, park districts, townships, 
etc. 

One of the considerations is the distance 
to and from the collection site, for either 
personal trips or mail, to Edwardsville or 
one's home town. 

Beyond the mileage aspect, how in- 
stantaneous will be the apportionment to 
the governments whose levies provide the 
basis for the tax bills? 

The county itself is one of the ‘local’ 
taxing bodies, providing many services to 
incorporated as well as unincorporated 
areas. It has its own legitimate claim to a 
portion of the tax take. However, it is only 
one of the local-level governmental 
agencies and qualifies for only a relatively 
small slice of the overall realty tax ‘“‘pie.”” 

With schools and cities so hard-pressed 
for money and in such dire need of earlier 
disbursements, the topic cannot be thought 
of in the abstract or discussed in a wholly 
detached manner, It is of paramount 
importance to elected officials, appointed 
staffs (many of them riddled by layoffs) 
and every citizen. 

There must be a bright spotlight on 
officials’ and candidates’ conduct, 
statements and platforms—not just 
general terms but utterly precise and 
unambiguous explanations. 

The tax-related ballot decisions to be 
made by voters during 1982 almost cer- 
tainly will be issue-oriented judgments, 
not matters of personality or image. 
‘Taxpayers simply cannot afford, in every 
sense of that word, to be guided by any 
peripheral or partisan aspects.

He took two or three bited 
and refused to eat any more, 
which was strange, because 
hot dogs were one of his 
favorite foods. 

Soon after lunch, he 
developed diarrhea. As the 
day wore on, things got 
worse. That evening, my 
wife and I stayed up until 
nearly midnight and, for- 
tunately, decided to check on 
Jeff before retiring, We 
found him covered with 
vomit, but still sleeping. 

We woke him, cleaned him 
and his bed and laid him 
back down and he soon 
vomited again. We began to 
suspect that the hot dog was 
the cause of his problem. 
Checking the date, we 
learned that it had been past 
expiration” prior to the 
purchase. 

The poor child) was 
miserable and continued 
vomiting and diarrhea. The 
Encyclopedia of Common 
Diseases described his 
symptoms as those of 
salmonellosis food poisoning 
and we decided to contact a 
physician. The doctor said to 
try to settle the child’s 
stomach and to wait 45 
minutes and give him ‘a 
teaspone of canned peach or 
pear fruit syrup eyery 15 
minutes. 

The vitamin C would 
combat the food poisoning 
and the syrup would restore 
the lost body ‘fluids.

into early 1982, Even so, due to the 
severity of the nosedive during the past 
three months — and given the decline in 
interest rates — there may be only a 
downward shading of economic activity 
during the first 1982 quarter, followed 
by a flat Periermisnee in the spring 
weeks. 

This scenario may not be isipneanite, 
but it is far less disheartening than the 
pessimistic predictions which have 
prevailed of late. Moreover, scattered 
signs of improvement should be 
emerging before long, though perhaps 
not in sufficient quantity and intensity 
to spell large-scale overall business 
gains. 

Around midyear, however, the 
economy whould be moving ahead in 
concert, and we expect the final half of 
1982 to feature distinct upside progress 
even though the summer weeks may be 
more robust than the fall season. 

By autumn, new growth in demand 
for credit may begin to take hold. This 
should make for some braking  in- 
fluence, though not enough to prevent a 
definite business uptrend for the year's 
final two quarters. 

MORE SOBER EXPECTATIONS. 

Early months of 1981 were filled with 
mounting anticipation that the new 
national leadership would revitalize the 
economy and rastore some luster to 
America’s role in international affairs. 
However, the’ actual scope and 
magnitude of the nations’ problems 
have brought home to the public the 
fact that there are no easy solutions. 

Nevertheless, this does not mean that 
no progress will be made. 

As the initial public ebullience when 
the Reagan Administration took office 
was probably unduly optimistic, so also 
the current swing to disillusionment is 
undoubtedly excessive and somewhat 
myopic. 

No doubt tfere will be more ‘give 
and take” between the White House and 
Congress in 1982. Out of this may. come 
some combination of additional 
spending cuts, deferral and down-sizing 
of selected outlays, and the raising of 
fresh revenues. 

If our expectation that the bulk of the 
recession occurred in the fourth 
quarter of 1981 turns out to be true, 
estimates of federal budget deficits in 
this and succeeding fiscal years may 
prove to be unrealistically high. 

Also, in view of the steepness of the 
recession, We would not be surprised to 
see some of the critics of the tax cuts 
shift position again and press for the 
second phase of the tax reduction for 
individuals to be moved up from mid- 
1982 to some point earlier in the year. 


HELP FROM ECONOMIC 
RECOVERY ACT OF 1981. 

The recent damaging revelation by 
Budget Director David Stockman that 
he doubts the viability of the 
Administration’s economic and fiscal 
proposals provided additional fuel for 
the arguments of opponents as the 
economy slid into recession. 

However, the potential benefits of the 
Economic Recovery Tax Act of 1981 
have not beef given adequate credit 

When all of the provisions of the 
legislation are fully operative, these 
benefits should stimulate the economy. 

Later, their cummulative effect may 
have an even more positive influence. 

Taken individually, the tax benefits 
are far from large. But their collective 
impact on private capital formation— 
over a period of time—will be quite 
positive and widespread. 

These incentives for individual 
savings will help replenish private 
capital reservoirs: The tax exemption 
on income from the dividend rein- 
vestment plans of qualified utility 
companies and the broader concept of 
Individual Retirement Accounts (IRA), 
even though both these devices have 
annual limitations. 

Also, cash flow of corporations will be 
enhanced by the lower tax rates on 
profits and more liberal depreciation 
schedules for capital investments. The 
latter should spur the modernization of 
U.S. productive facilities, and make us 
more cost-competitive in foreign 
markets withough compromising 
quality. 

GROSS NATIONAL PRODUCT. 

Despite the sharp slump in the fourth 
1981. quarter, real gross national 
product (the aggregate value in 1972 
dollars of goods and services produced) 
registered quarter-to-quarter changes 
averaging about four percent on a 
seasonally adjusted annual basis. This 
was due to the astounding 8.6 percent 
upspurt in the initial quarter. 

Although the range of quarterly 
changes in 1982 will not be as wide as in 
1981, and the generally flat first half 
will not contribute much uplift to the 
economy to begin with, strength in the 
final two quarters can make for about a 
two percent average rate of advance in 
real GNP for the year. 

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION. 

Monthly figures on the physical 
volume of industrial production early in 
1982 are not likely to be impressive. The 
abrupt business slump has shaken 
confidence, and it will take some time 
for optimism to return. 

However, industrial output should 
trend upward in the spring and 
thereafter.

provement) in monetary conditions 
could revive the “housing, auto, and 
consumer durables markets more 
rapiedly than now seers possible. This 
would add to the strength that has ‘been 
maintained in the fuel and energy- 
related ffelds. 

Military business should be a 
primary source of vitality, too. 


BUSINESS INVENTORIES. 

Heavy inventories of autos, trucks, 
and farm equipment are the primary 
trouble areas right now, with supplies 
to these industries forced to curtail 
output because of soft demand. 

Elsewhere, however, there should be 
early need 'for inventory accumulation 
in anticipation of a quickening business 
tempo as 1982 progresses. 

BUSINESS CAPITAL OUTLAYS. 

Although low rates of capacity 
utilization and listless business early in 
1982 will tend to restrain capital 
equipment demand, purchases ‘that 
were deferred in 1981 pending the more 
liberal depreciation rules of 1982 will 
have some bolstering effect. 

We confidently expect this important 
source of economic vitality to become 
more of a factor as the tempo of 
business picks up. 

Moreover, capital outlays will be an 
important component of the business 
uptrend going into 1983 as well. 

INTEREST RATES — MONEY 
SUPRLIES. 

Short-term interest rates have 
retreated from their peak earlier in 
1981. Softening business eased 
borrowings, causing interest rates to 
slide downward. 

Though the bulk of the downturn has 
already occurred, short-term interes! 
rates could shade a little lower — tc 
around 14 percent for the prime teal 
rate of major commercial banks — 
the early part of 1982 before Dattani 


o When the anticipated business upturn 
is well under way, however, interest 
rates will undoubtedly be marked up. 
But enhanced cash flow for businesses, 
as a result of lower corporate income 
taxes and accelerated depreciation 
allowances, should prevent a quick 
return to oppressively high rates. 

Hence, money and credit availability 
should be adequate for businéss and 
consumers in the year ahead, though 
far from abundant. 

After backing down a little from peak 
levels, long-term interest rates firmed 
recently in reflection of heavy Treasury 
and corporate financings. Pent-up 
demand for long-term funds will not 
permit more than irregular downward 
shadings for a while, but easing of in- 
flation is helping to keep long-term 
rates from rising. 

The average increase in the Con- 
sumer Price Index for full-year 1981 
was probably a shade below nine 
percent on an annual rate basis. We 
look for further éasing in the inflation 
pace during much of the winter and 
spring of 1982 but firm-to-higher ten- 
dencies should rule thereafter. For the 
full year, we expect an average in- 
crease of eight percent. 

Prices | generally should be little 
changed for) primary commodities well 
into 1982, reflecting abundant supplies 
and slack demand. However, prices at 
the point of consumption will be 
moderately higher owing to labor and 
transportation cost increases. 

Expect some primary industrial 
commodity quotes to rebound when 
demand quickens. 

BUILDING. 

New housing starts are expected to 
move modestly higher in the year 
ahead, compared with 1981. 

While. our estimates are only 1.3 
million units as compared with 1.1 
million, a substantially stronger 
showing than that is unlikely. 

‘Though somewhat better situated at 
present, both mortgage interest rates 
and mortgage money supplies must 
improve quite a good deal before 
building activity can materially sur- 
pass our expectation. 

EMPLOYMENT — 
INCOME. 

Despite spreading work force cut- 
backs in recent months, employment 
remains in a historically high range. 
While further small-scale furloughs are 
likely this winter, employment should 
recover thereafter. 

The unemployment picture is less 
reassuring. It will be nip and tuck as to 
whether the jobless rate can be kept 
from a double-digit high sometime this 
winter. 

For the record, however, we are 
hopeful that the jobless pool will not 
surpass nine percent of the civilian 
labor force before easing in rsponst to a 
quickening jiness pace. 

The unemplt ent rate will average 
around eight nt for 1982°as a 
whole, only marginally below that of 
1981. Yet the problem of a sizeable hard 
core of jobless workers will remain a 
critical issue. 

Personal income will trend higher in 
the year ahead. However, only an 
upward bias will be seen during much 
of the first half because layoffs will 
partially offset wage increases. 

When hirings resume, the income 
advance will be more noticeable. The 
clinb of di8posable income (take-home

The Social Security tax rate will be 
higher next year but the income tax 
reduction will leave most consumers, 
with more to spend.

reduction in federal income tax rates. 

Hence, consumer buying can ,be 
expected to top that of 1981 by a com~- 
fortable margin, with the third and 
fourth 1982 quarter chalking up the best 
gains. 

The economy will also benefit.from 
higher government expenditures. After » 
midyear, for example, defense outlays 
will be noticeably on the upbeat. 

CORPORATE PROFITS 
DIVIDENDS. 

Business profits in 1982. will be up, 
compared with 1981.

Abandoned as 
toddler, girl, 17, 
needs a parent 


Seventeen-year-old Donna 
first came to the attention of 
the Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Ser- 
vices when she was aban- 
doned while still a toddler. 
Although she was later 
reunited with her family, she 
returned to foster care after 
again being rejected by her 
mother. 

Described as shy but 
friendly by her social 
worker, Donna likes playing 
the guitar, bicycle riding, 
and all kinds of sports. She 
also loves animals and en- 
joys arts and crafts. 

Unlike most children 
served by the Illinois 
Department of Children and 
Family Services, this blue- 
eyed and brown haired girl 
because of her: age will 
probably not be returnéd 
home — due to her parents’ 
rejection — nor be placed in 
an adoptive home. 

Although two-parent 
families are sought for 
younger foster children, a 
flexible single parent — able 
to help Donna develop 
“survival skills’ and focus 
on her career goals — would 
be considered for Donna, 
according to Corey Isenberg, 
resource development 
worker for the Illinois 
Department of Children and 
Family Services. 

All department foster 
parents are thoroughly 
oriented and trained. 

After submitting 
references, undergoing a 
criminal background check, 
having several interviews 
with department social 
workers and submitting 
medical information, new 
foster families are ready to 
be licensed, to attend 
training and to accept 
children 

Department and private 
agency foster parents are 
paid a board fee ranging 
from $171 per month for an 
infant to$212 per month for a 
teenager. They are - en- 
couraged to turn down any 
child who would not fit into 
their family. 

Additional special fees are 
also available as needed. 
And all medical, dental and 
pharmaceutical expenses for 
foster children are also paid 
by the state. 

Professional 
parents who accept children 
with more behavior 
problems are paid a 
maximum of $1,044 per 
month for two teenagers. 

The need for more foster 
parents is crucial, according 
to department staff mem- 
bers. Local residents  in- 
terested in providing a home 
for Donna or in learning 
more about the foster home

Extend Gl 
benefits 
for many 


As many as 39,000 Viet- 
nam-era veterans are ex- 
pected to take advantage of a 
one-time, two-year extension 
of their GI Bill delimiting 
date, the Veterans 
Administration _ estimates. 

Extended eligibility for 
certain training programs 
was included in the 
Veterans’ Health Care, 
Training and Small Business 
Loan Act of 1981 signed into 
law by the president Nov. 3. 
The extension period, which 
opened Jan. 1 and runs 
through Dec. 31, applies: to 
educationally disadvantaged 
or unskilled Vietnam-era 
veterans who allowed their 
10-year delimiting date to 
expire before using all their 
entitlement for educational 
training. 

Eligible veterans may use 
their remaining entitlement 
to obtain a high school 


diploma, or its equivalent, or, 


pursue a program of ap- 
prenticeship, other on-the- 
job training or a program 
with a vocational objective. 

Enrollment in college 
degree, flight or 
correspondence courses is 
not included in the extension. 
Veterans who have already 
earned college degrees are 
ineligible for the extension. 

VA is urging all potentially 
eligible veterans to get 
complete information on this 
program at VA offices or 
through veteran 
organization service of- 
ficers.

Deputies okay pact; 
road workers reject 


Madison County sheriff 
deputies by a margin of 
about 2-1 last week approved 
a salary agreeement for the 
December 1981-November 
1982 year and the following 
year. But highway and 
animal control workers 
rejected a contract offer. 

Earlier, agreement was 
reached with Local 799, 
American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees, representing 400 
workers at county govern- 
mental offices. Both the 
AFSCME and deputy con- 
tracts omit a former cost-of- 
living pay rise clause. 

Deputies and jail em- 
ployees, together totaling 
about 100, will receive yearly 
base pay increases of 80 and 
60 cents, an hour, plus 
grievance procedure 
revisions and expanded 
seniority wording. Business 
Agent Jim Chapman of 
Operating Engineers Local 
520C said County Board 
ratification is anticipated, 
since the terms were offered 
by the board’s negotiators, 

A special board session is 


planned for 7 p.m. Wed- 
nesday to formally adopt the 
agreement covering 
deputies—and to act on a 


contract with Teamsters , 


Local 525 ‘for the 34 em- 
ployees of the highway and 
animal control departments 
if an agreement is reached 
by then. 

‘Also. on the agenda 
Wednesday night are 
payment of health insurance 
funds to the Washington 
National Insurance Co. for 
the sheriff department, and 
a payment to S. M. Wilson & 
Co. for further work on the 
sanitary sewer system in- 
stallation project in 
Chouteau, Nameoki and 
Venice townships. 

The Local 525 
disagreement includes 
apparent confusion over the 
amount of money paid by the 
county for an employee 
insurance program. 

There is a belief that if no 
agreement is reached by 
Friday, new terms and pay 
levels would not be 
retroactive to Dec. 1. 


New law giving pension 
investments flexibility 


James R. 
has signed 
legislation that will give 
state and local pension 
systems more flexibility and 
uniformity in the way they 
make investments. 

“This is a major step for 
the public pension systems in 
our state,” the governor 
said. ‘In many cases, it will 
allow these pension systems 
to invest prudently in. 
broader range of pension 
instruments and realize the 
rate of return that private 
pension funds now enjoy.” 

House Bill 795 provides 
uniformity of investment 
authority for the following 
public employee pension 
funds: state universities; 
\downstate teachers; Illinois 
State Board of Investments; 
Chicago policemen; Chicago 
firemen; Illinois municipal; 
Cook County employees; 
Chicago laborers; Chicago 
Park employees; Sanitary 
District employees; and 
Chicago teachers.’ The 
Downstate police and 
firemen’s pension systems 
are not included in the bill. 

The bill makes _ the 
authority of each fund 
identical to that of the State 
Board of Investment, which 
invests the funds of the state 
employees, judges and 
General Assembly 
retirement systems. 
However, each fund affected 
retains control over its own 
portfolio. 

“This provision of the bill 
will help streamline the 
statutes and the legislative 
process. Changes no longer 
will have to be made 
piecemeal with each system 
seeking changes through 
separate bills," Thompson 
said. 

The measure also includes 
substantive changes in the 
way the systems may invest. 
The first allows several of 
the funds to increase the 
amount of the assets they 
may invest in equities. The 
bill would limit the in- 
vestment amount to no more 
than 40 percent of the total 
investments, which is the 
current level for some 
systems. A number of the 
other funds face lower 
ceilings ranging from 15 
percent to 33 and one-third 
percent while two funds have 
no authority to invest in 
equities 

The bill also changes the 
current restrictions con- 
cerning common stock 
purchases. The pension 
funds now are limited to 
firms that have paid cash 
dividends in each of the past 
10 years. The new law, which 
takes effect Jan. 1, 1982, 
replaces that provision with 
one that requires that the 
firm have net earnings in 
each of the past five years. 

Thompson said the current 
restrictions severely limited 
the stock choices for the 
pension fund investments. 

The final change permits a 
fund to invest up to 10 per-

cent of the total book value of 
its asset in pools comprised 
of stocks, bonds, or money 
market investments. It also 
allows investment of up to 10 
percent in pools comprised 
of real estate or loans. 

The measure was spon- 
sored in the House of 
Representatives by Larry 
Stuffle, Irv Smith, Lawrence 
Murphy and Clarence Neff. 
It -was sponsored in the 
Senate by Sen. Terry Bruce. 

The Illinois Study Com- 
mission on Public Pension 
Investment Policies is 
currently in the process of 
preparing an interim report 
concerning ways to improve 
the financial performance of 
the funds’ and to prudently 
channel more investments 
into the Illinois economy.

The complete 
TV-series sourcebook |

HOLLYWOOD — When 
Tim Brooks and Earle 
Marsh did their research 
for their TV-show directo- 
ry, they shook a number of 
skeletons out of the closet. 

For instance, on page 706 
of “The Complete Directo- 
ry to Prime Time Network 
TV Shows 1946-Present,” 
there is an item about a 
Chicago-based police show 
called “Stand By for 
Crime.” It aired only brief- 
ly, from Jan. 11 to Aug. 29, 
1949, and its stars were 
Boris Aplon, George Cisar 
and Myron Wallace. 

“The young actor who 
played Lt. Anthony Kidd 
would become one of tele- 
vision’s most recognizable 
figures,” the book tells us, 
“but not until he gave up 
acting to return to his first 
love, journalism, and 
changed his first name 
from Myron to Mike.

This directory, first pub- 
lished two years ago and 
now updated to May J, 
1981, is a must for all tele- 
vision addicts, whether 
professional or at-home 
slaves to the box.

(Among my few dozen 
TV reference books, this 
directory has been No. 1 in 
importance from day one. 
I, among a lot of others, 
have been waiting months 
for a fresh edition.) 


Marsh, on tour: to pro-

Television 
was just as bad, especially 
the ABC and DuMont net- 
works, which were having 
trouble just staying alive, 
much less running efficient 
filing systems.” 

Eventually ABC sur- 
vived and thrived while 
DuMont, cut off at the 
pockets by financial, gov- 
ernment and programming 
reverses, went under in 
1956. 

The new TV directory 
fashioned by Brooks and 
Marsh — Brooks is direc- 
tor of television research 
for NBC, and Marsh is a 
research vice president for 
Showtime — is larger than 
the edition born in 1979. 


Some 100 syndicated 
shows have been added to 
the book’s listings ‘of pro- 


gram histories. They in- 
clude “Sea Hunt,” “High- 
way Patrol,” “I Led Three 
Lives,” “The Adventures of 
Superman,” “The Abbott 
and Costello Show” and 
“The Cisco Kid,” none of 
which ever was on network 
television. 

A syndicated show is one 
produced and sold inde- 
pendently to individual sta- 
tions across the country. 
Hit network shows usually 
slip into eventual syndica- 
tion. That’s why you see 
reruns of “Barney Miller,” 
Mary Tyler Moore,” “M-A- 
S-H” and. “F Troop” all 
over the dial. 

The directory contains 
biographies of more than 
2,600 shows. Every series 
that ever was on the air 
after 6 p.m. is in the book. 
Listed are each show's 
broadcasting history, cast 
credits, plot synopses and 
background, and behind- 
the-scenes stories. There 
also are data about top- 
rated shows season-by-sea- 
son, Emmy winners and 
personalities and perform- 
ers.
